2. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein transmitting at least the 
portion of the secure electronic record to the second client system includes transmitting to a 
plurality of client systems other than the first client system, and wherein generating the 
secure electronic record of the third-party business t ransaction comprises[[ : ]] generating a 
hidden part of the secure electronic record to be inaccessible by at least a subset of [[ a ]] the 
plurality of clients ; and g e n e rating a visibl e part of the s o our o electronic record to be 
aooosaiblo by at least a subset of th e plurality of cli e nts . 

3. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein generating the secure 
electronic record of the third-party business t ransaction comprises: 

authenticating the received data associated with the third-party business t ransaction, 

4. (Currently Amended) The method of claim l a wherein generating the secure 
electronic record of the third-party business t ransaction comprises: 
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generating a digital signature for the secure electronic record. 

5. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein generating the secure 
electronic record of the third-party business t ransaction comprises: 

encrypting at least a portion of the secure electronic record. 

6. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein generating the secure 
electronic record of the third-party busmess t ransaction comprises: 

providing an identifier for the secure electronic record to uniquely identify the secure 
electronic record. 

7. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein generating the secure 
electronic record of the third-party business t ransaction comprises: 

generating a secure electronic receipt of the third-party business t ransaction. 

8. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, the third-party business transaction 
conducted via a third client system, w herein the received data associated with the third-party 
transaction further comprisess- data associated with th e third party traj - aaotion from a first 
cli e nt syst e m; and data associated with th e third party transaction from a oooond client 
s y s tem, wh e rein th e s e cond client system receives at l e ast a portion of th e data associated 
with the third-party business t ransaction [[ from ]] received by t he first client system from the 
third client system . 

9. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein the received data associated 
with the third-party business t ransaction comprises: 

an authentication token corresponding to the data associated with the third-party 
business transaction. 

10. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the received data associated 
with the third-party business t ransaction comprises: 
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a digital signature corresponding to the data associated with the third-party 
transaction. 

1 1 . (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein the secure electronic record i s a 
secure electronic receipt. 

12. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 1 , wherein receiving data associated 
with the third-party business t ransaction comprises: 

receiving the data according to the HyperText Transfer Protocol (HTTP). 

13. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein transmitting at least a portion 
of ihe secure electronic record to a client further comprises: 

transmitting a first portion of the secure electronic record to a first onej)f a plurality 
of client systems other than the first client system ; and 

transmitting a second portion of the secure electronic record to a second one of the 
plurality of c lient systems . 

14. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein transmitting at least a portion 
of the secure electronic record to [[ a ]] the second c lient system comprises: 

transmitting at least a portion of the secure electronic record to a special authority 
organization . 

15. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 14 „ wherein the special authority 
nrpflTiiyatinn is a tax collecting authorit y organization . 

1 6. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein the received request specifies 
at least some of a plurality of clients other than the first client system to which the secure 
electronic record is transmitted. 

17. (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein the received request defines a portion 
of the secure electronic record that is transmitted to the client. 
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18. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 3 further comprising: 

encrypting, at least a portion of, the generated secure electronic record of the third- 
party business t ransaction. 

19. (Currently Amended) Hie method of claim 1, further comprising: 

obtaining a digital signature corresponding to the received data associated with the 
third-party businesst ransaction. 

20. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , further comprising: 
authenticating the received data associated with the third-party business t ransaction. 

21 . (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein the second_client system i s a 
special authority client system. 

22. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 21, wherein the special authority client 
system is a tax collecting authority client system. 

23. (Original) The method of claim 1, further comprising: 

maintaining a copy of the transmitted portion of the secure electronic record to 
validate the transfer of the secure electronic record. 

24. (Currently Amended) A system comprising: 

a secure electronic record server system to generat e with a security service a secure 
electronic record of a third-party business transaction conducted between a buyer and the 
first client system independent of die secure electronic recor d server system, the generating 
responsive to receivin g a request from the first client system, the Tequest including data 
associated with [[ a )] the third-party business t ransactio n conduct e d independ e nt of th e 
secure el e ctronic r e cord soivor system; and 

a plurality of client systems other than the first client system c oupled with the secure 
electronic record server system to r e ceiv e., 
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the secure electronic record server system further to transmit to the plurality of client 
systems at least a portion of the secure electronic record from the s e cure - electronic r e co rd 
GOTVOT syst e m , the plurality of client systems to perform data processi n g of the transmitted 
portion of the secure electronic record based on semantics of the secure electronic record 
shared by the plurality of client systems and the secure elec tronic record server system. 

25. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 24, wherein the plurality of client systems 
includes a tax collecting authority cli e nt system. 

26. (Original) The system of claim 24, wherein the secure electronic record is a 
secure electronic receipt. 

27. (Original) The system of claim 24, wherein the secure electronic record server 
system is coupled with the plurality of client systems through the Internet. 

28. (CuiTently Amended) The system of claim 27, wherein the secure electronic record 
server system comprises: 

an authentication mechanism to authenticate the received data associated with the 
third-party business t ransaction. 

29. (Currently Amended) The $y$tem of claim 28, wherein the authentication mechanism 
implements, at least in part, Request For Comments 2617 to authenticate the received 
data associated with the third-party business t ransaction. 

30. (Original) The system of claim 27, wherein the secure electronic record server 
system comprises: 

an encryption mechanism to encrypt at least a portion of the secure electronic record,

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32. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 27, wherein the secure electronic record 
server system comprises: 

a digital signature mechanism to verify that the received data associated with the 
third-party business t ransaction has not been altered. 

33. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 32, wherein the digital signature 
mechanism implements, at least in part, Request For Comments 3275 to verify that the 
received data associated with the third-party business t ransaction has not been altered. 

34. (Original) The system of claim 24, wherein the secure electronic record server 
system comprises: 

an identifier generator to provide a unique identifier for the secure electronic record. 

35. (Currently Amended) An application server comprising: 
a network interface to connect to a first client system; 

a processor and tegie^exe&tft ablc th e r e on an electronically accessible medium 
providing instructions that, when executed bv the processor, cause the processor t o 

receive from the first client system a request to generate a secure electronic 
record of a third-party business t ransaction conducted independent of the application 
server, wherein the received request includes data associated with the third-party 
business t ransaction, 

generate with a security service a secure electronic record of the third-party 
business t ransaction, and 

transmit at least a portion of the secure electronic record to a plurality of client 
gystem s other than the first client system, the -plurality of client systems to perform 
data processing of the transmitted portion of the secure electronic record based on 
semantics of the secure electronic record shared bv the plurality of client systems and 
the application server : and 

a network interface to connect to at lea$t one of the plurality of clien t system s.

37. (Currently Amended) The application server of claim 35, wherein tho procoGGor and

38. (Currently Amended) The application server of claim 35, wherein the processor and 
logic o?cccutablc th e r e on to g e n e rat e the socuro electronic r e cord of th e transaction at the 
Gdrvor GVGtom inoludos logic ex e cutabl e th e r e on to ? fienerating a secure electronic record of 
the third-party business transaction includes e ncrypting at least a portion of the secure 
electronic record. 

39. (Original) The application server of claim 35, further comprising: 

an identifier generator to provide a unique identifier for the secure electronic record.

49. (Currently Amended) The article of manufacture of claim 47, wherein fee 
electronically accessible me d ium provides further instructions that, wh e n executed by th e 
apparatus caus e th e apparatus es generating the secure electronic record of the third-party 
business transaction comprises obtaining an electronic signature corresponding to the 
received data associated with the third-party business t ransaction. 

50. (Currently Amended) The article of manufacture of claim 47, wherein the 
electronically acc e ssibl e modium provides further instructions that, wh e n e xecuted by th e 
apparatus, caus e th e apparatu o to authenticate generating the secure electronic record of the 
third-party business transaction comprises authenticating the received data associated with 
the third-party business t ransaction. 
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
